Michael’s College there, receiving 
his B.A, in 1918 from the Universi- 
ty of Toronto.

Basil’s Novitiate, Toronto. On 
January 18, 1920, he pronounced 
his first vows as a Basilian. 

Then began his first association 
with Assumption as a staff member. 
The following year he returned to 
Toronto to continue his theological 
studies and he was ordained, there 
on June 29, 1923. 


Fr. O’Loane was appointed to 
Assumption the following year and 
during the years that followed was 
in turn Varsity football and basket- 
ball coach and athletic director and 
high school principal. He was the 
first in Assumption’s history to 
occupy the latter post when the 
High School department became a 
separate administration in 1928. 
During these years he spent the 
summer months at Columbia Uni- 
versity where he received his M.A. 
degree in 1931. 

Houston, Texas, was the next 
scene of Fr. O’Loane’s endeavour 
where he became superior and 
principal at St. Thomas High

ATHLETICS, while popular, did not enter into the economy 

of the Little Seminary idea except as a sort of tolerated 
little brother. They existed through the energy and enthusiasm 
of the students but received no financial aid or encouragement 
from the house. In fact they existed as best they could, even 
though we heard much about the mens sana in sano corpore. 
What saved the situation was the native proneness of the 


student body to find an outlet 
of contest. 


Schedule Limited 


The schedule of sports was rather 
limited, baseball, football (of a 
sort), handball, with stone-throwing, 
and jumping, according to the im- 
pulse of a few. 

There was no athletic equipment 
furnished. What did appear in a 
meagre supply was due to the gen- 
erosity of a few—very few at that. 
Basebail was the prominent sport 
and was played from St. Patrick’s 
day, (the official selection of the 
multitude) till the snow fell in the 
all. 

There were three teams to which 
one might belong. Size alone was 
the sole requirement—that and a 
small fee of 50 cents in Spring and 
another half dollar in the fall for 
the maintenance of the sport. The 
smallest team paid 25 cents under 
like conditions. This was the sole 
source of support for Athletics. The

Best Equipment 


The equipment of the Stellas was 
the best in.the house. They had 
half a dozen hats, a dozen balls, a 
breast protector slipped to them 
over the back fence by Jim McGuire, 
the old National and American 
League catcher, who was a friend 
of some of our students. 

He slipped, it, I say, over the 
back fence for he was afraid it might 
be refused, owing to the antipathy 
of the authorities for anything 
smacking of a wordly spirit. The 
catcher had a big glove—that was 
all the outfit for any contest. Bare 
hands had to take the beating of 
swiftly thrown balls, but the boys 
had skill and minded it not at all. 
Gloves for infielders were scarce at 
the time, even in the big leagues.

St. BASIL’S DAY was the feast of the year for the Alumni. At Age of 50 

Back they came in numbers, for it was the understood thing 
that all old students were welcome and expected on that day. 
The bishops of London and Detroit added to the glory of the 


occasion, 
Big Event—Dinner 

Of course, the great event of the 
day was dinner. It was a treat for 
the students as well as for the 
visitors. Naturally there were some 
speeches, especially by the bishops 
who thought much of the College 
and appreciated its efforts to give 
worthy priests to the work of ex- 
tending God’s Kingdom. I may say 
parenthetically that they had a right 
to be pleased with Assumption as 
one can glean from the records of 
the first thirty years, during which 
time the number of clergy ran up 
into the hundreds: so the bishops 
praised the work, complimented the 
Basilians and hoped for a continu- 
ance of the work of developing 
vocations for the priesthood. 

It was a free day and had its 
usual allotment of sports. But at 5 
p.m, it was a matter of ancient 
history. 

St. Patrick’s day was one of 
special importance and interest. Not 
only was it a free day or grand holi- 
day, but it has its special celebration. 
Naturally at Holy Mass the hymns 
were sung in honor of Ireland’s 
patron Saint. Although the assemb- 
lage was made up of mixed nation- 
alities, they all joined in with fervor 
to chant the glories of St. Patrick. 


Opened Season 

Usually, weather permitting, 
which it usually did, the baseball 
season was formally opened on this 
day, and all felt good again with the 
feel of spring in the air, and the 
opportunity of indulging in their 
favorite pastime. Thus the forenoon 
passed in exhilarating activity on 
the diamond. In the afternoon the 
grand walk was held. Everyone 
joined in the trek to Walkerville 
under the supervision of the recre- 
ation masters. All wore their store 
clothes and the long procession 
made an inspiring appearance as 
they trudged rhythmically along 
Sandwich street through Windsor 
and on to Walkerville. As I said 
before, the return march was broken 
by a visit to Hotel Dieu where the 
boys sang hymns in honor of Our 
Blessed Lady and St. Patrick.

To Far Off India 


Fr. Pollard Expresses 
-Appreciation For Paper 


EV. NICHOLAS J. POLLARD, 
$.J., Catholic Mission, Shahpur, 
Bihar, India, 
writes under date of January 6, 1950: 
In India 15 Years 
- “T have just got the October Chat- 
ter and felt I must take time out to 
let you know what it means to me. 
I have been over here now for 15 
years and so many of my memories 
of things back there are growing 
dimmer. But I read The Chatter 
from cover to cover as soon as it 
comes and it does bring back a lot 
of pleasant memories. And especially 
so when I see the names of my for- 
mer classmates, the High School 
crowd of 1923. It is very consoling 
to see how many of them are doing 
something really worth while, both 
in their own business lives and in 

the service of God. 

“About three years ago I came out 
here to a little village to open up a 
new mission station. I am still in 
the mud stage, that is I have.a mud 
house for my dwelling, the same 
material for my little chapel, and 
muddy paths to plough through for 
about four months of the year. But 
I have bought a piece of land on a 
fairly decent road and in a few 
months hope to build a permanent 
station there. 

“At present I have about 1,000

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Bishop Murphy, Fr. John Lynch, 
Maurice Malarney, A. C. Todd Stricken 


EATH took four well known members of Assumption alumni 
within 10 days since our last issue. Two were from the 
ranks of the clergy and two from the laity. 


Most Rev. William Francis Murphy, 
S.T.D., D.D. 


Bishop Murphy, 65, the first bish- 
op of Saginaw, died in that city on 
February 7 after a long illness. He 
had spent 40 years as a priest, pastor 
and bishop when he was called to 
his reward. 


A native of Kalamazoo, the de- 
ceased bishop received his primary 
education there. He then enrolled 
at St. Jerome’s College, Kitchener, 
Ontario. In September, 1902, he be- 
gan two years study of philosophy 
at Assumption. Among his school- 
mates was the late Bishop Denis 
O’Connor, former bishop of Peter- 
boro. From Assumption the Bishop 
of Detroit sent the future Saginaw 
Bishop to Rome for theological 
studies. By special dispensation he 
was ordained in Rome in 1908 at the 
early age of 23. 


Further study followed at the 
Apollinaris and the newly-ordained 
returned to Detroit with his doctor- 
ate in sacred theology and lector in 
Canon Law. His first appointment 
was to Ann Arbor as assistant pastor 
of St. Thomas the Apostle Church. 
In 1910 he went to Marine City as 
assistant pastor and remained there 
till his appointment to SS. Peter and 
Paul Cathedral, Detroit, in 1917. 


_In 1921 Bishop Gallagher named 
him founder and first pastor of St. 
David’s parish, Detroit, where he 
labored till he was appointed to the 
newly-established see of Saginaw on 
March 17, 1938. In July, 1934, he 
had been raised to the dignity of 
Domestic Prelate. 

_Edward Cardinal Mooney, Arch- 
bishop of Detroit sang the Pon- 
tifical Mass of Requiem in St. 
Mary’s Cathedral, Saginaw, on Feb- 
ruary 11. Samuel Cardinal Stritch 
of Chicago preached the sermon. 
Both cardinals were classmates of 
Bishop Murphy in Rome. R.I.P. 


Rev. John M. Lynch 

Father Lynch died on January 29, 
five days after his 46th birthday, 
after a long illness. He had been 
pastor of Guardian Angels Church, 
Clawson, Michigan, since 1945, 

Born near Benton Harbor, Mich- 
igan, Father attended St. John’s 
School there and after graduation 
enrolled in the College department 
at Assumption in September, 1921. 
As a football player, he is best re- 
membered, perhaps, as the receiver 
of a long forward pass hurled by 
Carl Dettman against U. of D. 
Frosh, After receiving his B.A. in 
1925 he entered Mt. St. Mary’s Sem- 
inary, Norwood, Ohio. He was or-

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Traditions of Old Assumption-

THE BELVEDERES flourished under the same Stridgoney| 
and their supplies were limited by poverty. 
The Maple Leafs with less revenue in the exchequer had 
to get along on a couple of bats and balls, even the catcher 


had no glove, 

Could they play a good game 
under such conditions? They could 
and they did. They met in contest 
the best amateur teams of Detroit 
and Windsor and held their own 
nobly. The amateurs of Detroit were 
very high class. As a matter of fact 
we lost one game to a prominent 
Detroit team 5-3 and the next week 
the pitcher of that team was pitching 
for Brooklyn of the National League. 

The Belvederes, though the sec- 
ond team of the College could give 
the Stellas a good battle. 

The Maple Leafs played hard and 
earnestly among themselves and 
dreamed of the day they might play 
on the Stellas the representative 
team of the College. — 


Football as we know it today did 
not exist. We had a sort of non- 
descript game with rules very much 
like the present Basketball. The 
equipment consisted of one football 
and a set of goal posts presented by 
Fr. Hayden. Games were organ- 
ized on the spot by simply shouting 
“sides of chapel” or sides of study 
hall. This divided the players into 
about equal groups. There was no 
system to the play. Each one, lucky 
enough to get the ball kicked it as 
far and as hard as he could in the 
general direction of his opponents 
goal. One could not tackle a man 
unless he was actually carrying the 
ball. A free kick was allowed to one 
who was about to catch the ball and 
raised his hands as a signal that he 
intended to exercise that privilege. 
Usually it was one mad race for the 
ball, back and forth across the camp- 
us, until the bell for study put an 
end to the contest. 

The present day football crept in 
at the turn of the century. That 
style of American game with its 
tackling and interference was. pro- 
hibited or rather not recognized by 
the authorities lest the number of 
broken legs, arms and collar bones 
might overcrowd the infirmary. In 
any case a few of the American boys 


0 
gathered at the lower end of the 


campus to indulge in the game. Their 
equipment was one ball. For uni- 
forms they turned their coats inside 
out, buried their trouser legs in 
their socks and they were ready for 
the game. It took three or four years 
to introduce the game, properly con- 
ducted, into College life. It has 
endured and grown until now in 1943 
it is the autumn sport of the College.

I 
get stamps in from as many coun- 
tries of the world as I can, prepare 
them for sale here with local help, 
then advertise in the papers of the 
big cities of India and find a good 
market for them. I could use a lot 
more Canadian stamps than I am 
getting, so if you could help me out 
in any way in this matter it would

Christ’s Kingdom among these 
people.

ATHER ROCHELEAYU, 84, one

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Traditions of Old Assumption- 
By Rev. Charles Collins, C.S.B. 


HANDBALL has always been played since the inception of 

the College. At first there was no properly constructed 
court. The present band room was used by such as wished to 
engage in the sport. A rubber ball was all that was required. 
The game, though restricted for want of room was popular. 


Court Erected 


About 1891, an enclosed handball 
court was erected on the site now 
occupied by St. Michael’s Hall. It 
had two courts, one for the larger 
boys and the other for the smaller 
lads. It was like a blessing from 
heaven. With its arched ceiling and 
hardwood floor, it made play a pleas- 
ure though it had one drawback— 
the dust. 

This building served also for 
entertainment. A temporary stage 
with appropriate scenery was erected 
for occasions of public presentations 
and especially for commencement 
exercises. The handball building 
gave way to progress in 1914 when 
a program of building was inaug- 
urated. St. Michael’s Hall, part 1i- 
brary and part rooms for boarders 
replaced the court. The handball 
alley was erected temporarily at the 
end of St. Michael’s Hall but gave 
way a little later to the gymnasium. 
The Court was then moved to the 
site of the present classroom build- 
ing and finally yielded place again 
and again and was rebuilt on its 
present site. 

Skinned Elbows 

Basketball began to be played in 
the Handball Alley at night, but 
lack of space prohibited onlookers 
and was productive of skinned el- 
bows. But basketball developed and 
with the proper equipment of floor 
space in the new gymnasium. The 
game has become the winter sport 
of the College. 

Hockey was unknown here till 
about 1916. On account of lack of 
facilities, practice and games were 
played in Windsor and Detroit. Now, 
the hockey teams are doing quite 
well in competition with the city 
schools. 

Tennis did not get a start here 
till Fr. Bellisle built the tennis court 
at the entrance of the campus on the 
Huron Line. It had many devotees 
and much zest was thrown into the 
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games. The court was dismantled 
in 1943 after being in existence since 
1916, The game is now played on 
the Parish Courts near the Church. 

Lacrosse never got a start as a 
game here. At times a few Lacrosse 
sticks appeared on the campus, but 
only for the novelty and some exer- 
cise. Very few had any skill with 
the sticks, so the game had no start.

adjacent to the City of Windsor and 
in the Township of Sandwich West 
and the Town of Ojibway. The air- 
port is being sponsored and pro- 
moted by the Detroit Metropolitan 
Aviation Authority. 

The College authorities foresee 
many disadvantages for the Windsor 
area if the plans are carried out and 
very little real advantage except for 
the City of Detroit. 

The Citizens’ Committee, which 
also includes representatives from 
St. Mary’s Academy and Essex 
County Sanatorium, has drawn up a 
brief in which the reasons for their 
opposition to the project are given 
in detail.

activities was like an infant, 


rather puny at first, going along in years in a sort of sickly 
fashion and finally attaining some degree of vigor—to die or at 
least to go into a coma for a time until something or other re- 
vived it. In 1888 it was in its sickly stage. 


No Record Left 


Before that period there is no 
record of its achievements, I suppose 
they did have a violin or two, but 
nothing much beyond that. As I 
remember the conglomeration of 
instruments in ’88, I recall three or 
four violins (usually one or two 
borrowed performers for the occas- 
ion), a clarionet, a trombone and 
piano for filler. 

This was the stage of puny in- 
fancy. In the course of a few years 
the number of instruments grew in 
number and variety, until, at the 
turn of the century it attained res- 
pectable proportions and then came 
a stage of coma until a mandolin 
orchestra appeared with about eight 
instruments. Restoration of activi- 
ty produced a more representative 
ensemble with all manner of instru- 
ments played with vigor and_ skill. 
This condition prevailed until the 
band appeared and then the orches- 
tra was forgotten in 1940. 

Offers Reason 

I suppose (and it is only my opin- 
ion) that the reason for this ir- 
regular condition of affairs was due 
to the fact that the small boy seemed 
to lose interest in music with the 
advent of the gramaphone and later 
the radio. 

Whatever the reason, the present 
day student does not seem to be 
interested in the acquisition of skill 
either on piano or violin. In the old 
days there were professors of both 
instruments and they had classes 
large enough to keep them engaged 
several days of the week; but now 
they are but a memory.

Fathers Van and Ferguson, Institution 
HE TRADITIONS of the early days would be incomplete 
without reference to the special and specific share each 


took in the life of the College. 


Father Ferguson and the month 
of May were thought of..as. one. 
Year after year the grand old man 
poured out his love for the Blessed 
Lady with a wealth of imagery-as 
well as statement of fact that held 
us spellbound. There was no diffi- 
culty in listening to his glorious 
yoicepouring out a flood of lang- 
uage from an apparently unlimited 
source with ease, grace and fluency 
that was never stuck. for ;the right 
word to convey his idéas; Only one 
who loved intensely could speak 
like that. You know the passage— 
“Out. of the fullness of the heart” 
etc., well that was the source of the 
rich fund of thought that found ex- 
pression in glowing words. Yes, he 
loved the Blessed Mother of God 
with ardor and loved to speak of 
her so graciously, Year after year 
he conducted the May Devotions. 
No other ever thought of replacing 
him. He was taken for granted and 
never failed for over thirty years. 
Old students long spoke of the 
charm of those May devotions con- 
ducted by Fr. Ferguson. 


Another personal institution if 
you wish to call it so was Father 
Van Antwerp, pastor of Holy Rosary 
Church,* Detroit. For. thirty-four 
years. he conducted the students’ 
annual retreat. There is no need 
to elaborate on the success of those 
spiritual exercises.. Like the Master 
he began to do and to teach., He 
was a noble man of God, inspiring 
in his discourses but truly Christ- 
like in the Confessional. The stud- 
ents looked for him yearly and felt 
that all would be well if Fr. Van 
were retreat master. He himself 
loved the work and 
like a home coming: to him as he 
was one of our first students in 
1870. He lived again the days of his 
youth in Assumption and just re- 
velled in his spiritual treatises for 
the boys. They too rejoiced in his 
presence and felt as if a father and

Varsity Football

16 Priests Given 


Dropped by A.C. | New Assignments 


A* MANY of our readers already 
know, Assumption will not be 
represented by a varsity football 
team this fall. The announcement 
of the dropping of the gridiron sport 
was made by Fr. O’Loane on Aug- 
ust 31. The reason is chiefly financ- 
ial. After the war for three seasons 
an expensive effort was made to 
re-establish the game. This plan 
did not work out and recent develop- 
ments have forced the college to 
ane the games scheduled for this 
all.

The basic reason why Pope Pius 
XII is defining the doctrine of the 
Assumption is the same as that of 
Pope Pius IX in defining the Im- 
maculate Conception and that rea- 
son is to give public honour to Our 
Lady and to attract greater de- 
votion to the Mother of God. 

We trust that every Asumption 
alumnus will follow the lead of the 
Holy Father and make November 
1 a special occasion for renewing 
their devotion to Our Lady of the 
Assumption.

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‘The Saga of Old Assumption 


[NX THIS issue we begin the concluding series of articles writ- 


ten by Fr. Collins about Assumption. The title is by Fr. 


Collins.

The history of Assumption under Basilian direction may be 
divided into two epochs: the first from 1870 to 1900 and the 
second from the turn of the century to the present. 


Period of Romance 


To the older students, few of 
whom now remain, the first period 
is one of romance and charm, much 


as the struggle of our pioneer an- 
cestors has become crowned with a 
halo, representing virtue and valor, 
fortitude and foresight slowly but 
surely guerdoned with success. The 
founders of Assumption were really 
of that. hardy heroic mould so 
requisite in the early days of the 
college under Basilian auspices. 

They found a soil in which to sow 
the seeds: of knowledge that had 
been staked like a miner’s claim 
and then abandoned. With meagre 
funds and a none too brilliant out- 
look, they set to work with little 
more than hope and courage, 

The first year with its poverty- 
stricken condition and a very small 
enrolment must have tried the heart 
of our first president Fr. O’Connor 
to the limit of endurance, but his 
indominitable courage endured in 
spite of bleak conditions, for he was 
a man of God. He was undertaking 
something for God and God’s cause 
—the education of boys for the 
priesthood. 


Trust in God 


He trusted in God while putting 
forward his best efforts to attain 
success. His was the spirit of the 
pioneer who but a few years before 
made his first assault upon the prim- 
eval forest with nothing but a pair of 
strong arms, fortitude and vision of 
a home—an earthly paradise. Fr. 
O’Connor sowed the seed in this 
unpromising soil, he carefully nur- 
tured the sickly plant that sprouted, 
watched its progress with hope that 
from such beginning might develop 
with proper care and encouragement 
and warrant further effort in the 
maintenance of the institution he 
undertook to develop.

Funeral at Assumption 

The funeral took place on No- 
vember 18 in Assumption Church, 
Windsor where Fr. Alex J. Denomy 
sang the Solemn Requiem. Mass, 
assisted by Frs, Remi and Anthony 
Durand as deacon and sub-deacon. 
These three priests are cousins of 
the deceased. Fr. Carlisle LeBel, a 
classmate. of Fr. Bart, preached. 
Burial was in the Basilian plot in 
Assumption Cemetery. 

Fr. Peter came to Assumption in 
second year high school in 1914 and 
graduated in 1917, He obtained. his 
B.A. degree at St. Michael’s Col- 
lege, University of Toronto in 1922 
and his M.A. there a year later. He 
was ordained on December 20, 1924 
and joined the Assumption staff the 
following September as professor of 
French and Philosophy. He re- 
mained at Assumption till 1931 when 
he went to St. Michael’s College, 
Toronto. 

Became Padre 


In 1935 Fr. Bart was incardinated 
in the diocese of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ont. and served in several parishes 
in Northern Ontario till he ‘joined 
the Canadian Army as a chaplain in 
World War II. He retired with the 
rank of major. 

During his student days, Fr. Peter 
played on the high school teams and 
at St. Michael’s was a star lineman. 
When he joined the Assumption 
staff he assisted the late Fr. Vincent 
Burke in coaching the first Assump- 
tion team to play Canadian football, 
the High School team entered in the 
local high school league, R.IP.
